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SIERRA CLUB WAN 
FINDS NEW PASS 
IN RECENT CLIMB 


PORTERVILLE, July 
30.—One of 
the practical results of the visit 
of 
the Sierra Club this season 
to 
the 
headwaters of the Kern and Kaweah 
rivers was the discovery by W. E. 
Colby, the secretary of the club, of a 
new pass between the Kern and the 
Kings rivers, one which is much easi­ 
er than that now in general use, and 
which is 1000 feet lower. The discov­ 
ery was made by accident. 
Colby and two friends climbed the 
Milestone Peak, the first time a party 
has reached the summit, as far as is 
known. They placed the usual 
club 
cylinder to mark tho peak. 
As they 
started to descend, Colby discovered 
the pass and called the attention of 
his companions. 
They mapped out 
the course of the pass, and later mem­ 
bers of the club, who are civil engi­ 
neers, made rough surveys of the hills 
I and estimated that a fine trail can be 
built throught the pass for $1000. 
As these canyons are the most pic­ 
turesque in the hills and there is a 
heavy travel between them, the dis­ 
covery is an important one. It has 
been proposed that the pass be known 
as Colby pass, after the discoverer.

Patter Russell'* Addr*** at th* Inter­ 
national Bible Students Convention 
In Scotland—Several Thousand Haar 
Explained Much-Misunderstood Text

Pastor Russell. We report one of hi* 
addresses,* based on Revelation xx, 
4-0. It was announced that next sun­ 
day he would address * similar Con­ 
vention in London. 
Christianity Versus Platonism. 
j 
Many Christians whose faith can­ 
not accept the Divine promise have , 
turned Instead to the theory advene- , 
ed long before Jesus* day by the G re ­ 
cian philosophers, headed by rlato. 
Their teachings respecting death, al­ 
though less logical than the Bible 
theory, require less faith, 
^jju* we 
have It today that Christian faith re­ 
specting the future life Is 
not by the Bible, but by the teachings 
of the heathen from n a to do wn. 
Plato and all tho heathen claim with­ 
out evidence that dying was not the 
penalty for sin. that, on the contrary, 
It Is another step of an evolution proc­ 
ess, a passage-way to a new life, an­ 
dor new conditions, of which they 
I know nothing. 
Theirs Is merely * 
! guess, a philosophy, and. of course, has 
no use for a resurrection of the dead. 
Itemise the fact of death Is deuled 
and the dead are said to be more alive 
than when they were alive. 
The Bible declares that from the very 
beginning God purposed the resurrec­ 
tion of the (lend and that, therefore, nil 
believers were privileged to speak of 
tho deceased, not as dead In an abso­ 
lute sense, like the brute, but as being 
a s le e p —waiting for the glorious morn- 
I Ing of Messiah’s Kingdom and the res­ 
urrection. Thus the Prophet declares, 
“Weeping may endure for the night 
but joy cometh In the morning.” Thus 
the Bible tells us that “Abraham slept 
with his fathers," etc., etc. 
S t Paul sovs. “If there be no resur­ 
rection of the dead. • * • then those 
who are fallen asleep in Christ are 
perished.” 
(I Corinthians xv. 13-18.) 
How could this be truo if they have 
been alive in heaven for centuries? 
First or Chief Resurrection. 
Not all of the dead will have the 
■ame resurrection. Some will be rais­ 
ed to the likeness of the first Adam. 
while others, members of tile Body of 
Christ, will be granted a superior res­ 
urrection—to glory, honor, Immortality 
and the divine nature. 
Of the latter 
St. Paul explains, “sown In weakness. 
raised In power; sown In dishonor. 
raised In glory; sown an anluinl body, 
raised a spirit body.” (I Corinthian* 
xv, 43. 44.) 
Of the same class our 
text declares, “Blessed and holy are 
all they that have part In the First 
Resurrection; • • • they 
shall 
be 
Prlosts unto God, and unto Christ, and 
shall reign with Him a thousand year* " 
(Revelation xx, C: v, IO.) 
“But the Rest of tho Dead.” 
Ah! this part of our text is sadly mis­ 
understood and has thrown many Bi­ 
ble students off the track of truth. 
They have understood the passage to 
mean that Christ and His glorified 
Bride class will reign for a thousand 
years over such of humanity as will 
be alive at the time of the setting up 
of the Messianic Kingdom. They think 
that this passage teaches that all the 
millions of the world who have died 
during the past six thousand years will 
bnve no share In the blessings of Mes­ 
siah’* Kingdom. 
The proper thought Is this: Adam bad 
life and the right to continue It unceas­ 
ingly so long as he was in barmouy 
with God. 
When be sinned he came 
under the sentence. (‘Dying, thou shalt 
die." Our race, his children, shared bls 
sentence by heredity. 
Hence we are 
ult dying. From tho Divine standpoint 
uone have life. Those who become dis- 
cl pies of Jesus ore said to pass from 
death unto life. although their new life 
will not be complete* until the First 
Resurrection. 
But spending from this 
standpoint Jesus said, Let the cloud 
bury their dead, hut go thou (believer) 
and preach the Gospel.—Luke 1x, BO. 
From this Divine standpoint the 
world in general today is deud. has no 
right to life and can obtain eternal life 
only through accepting Jesus: “Ile that 
hath the Son hath life: He that hath 
not the Son hath not life.”—I John v, 12. 
Thus seen the world, whether In the 
grave or out of the grave, are all from 
the Divine standpoint dead. 
During 
the thousand years of Messiah’* reign 
these will be helped up. up. up. out of 
sin and death, back to perfect life and 
all that Adam lost The upraising of tho 
world during that thousand years I* 
the general resurrection. 
This is th* 
meaning of the word a«o*fa*(#-lt does 
not refer to mere awakening from the 
tomb. 
Hence, although the world will 
be gradually rising out of sin and death 
conditions, they will not live again In 
♦he sense of attaining perfection of life 
until tho thousand year* ar* finished.

Alligator pears are on the market 
for the first time this season. 
They 
came up from Mexico and ara ^xcel* 
lent as far as quality goes, but rather 
small. They are bringing $5 and $6 a 
dozen and sell ins to the hotels prin- 
cl pally at those figures. The crop of 
alligator pears this year will be larger 
than ever on account of the increased 
number of orchards that have been 
set in Southern California, some of 
which have started to bear in really 
marketable quantities. 
The price of dried apricots has come 
down rapidly within the past three 
days, dropping from 17 to 13% cents 
at the top and from I to 2 cents lower 
than that. This is due to the arrival 
of new stock from imperial Valley and 
also the. heavy crop which has been 
grown right around Los Angeles and 
Is now undergoing the process of dry­ 
ing. 
The demand for the dried fruit 
from the big packers and from eastern 
markets is only fair at this time, there 
being considerable holding ou at pres­ 
ent for a still tower quotation on tho 
fruit.
